■ London, Doc. 3.— The lirucUeal cuii- 
clusiou of the peace negotiations at 
Paris is hailed htiro witli cousldeniblo 
satisfaction, and tlie iiewsiiapers daily 
discuss the so-called " imperial " future 
of the United States, couplet] with the 
fervent hope that the United . States will 
adopt a colonial "open door" policy. 
In fact,' the latter point is regarded as 
being the comer stone oC the An^do- 
Aniericaa understandintr which is now 
an important feature of every' political 
speech delivered on this side of tlie At- 
lantic. 

The Saturday Kevicw is very candid 
about wluit it describes as " the slohher- 
iuK' cant and hyiiucritieal blazouiiig on 
<l<ml)tftil afCoctiou " hetweeii the United 
St;iles and tlreat Ilrilain, and says: 
" Let us be frank and say outrifilit that 
we e.xiiect mutual gain in iiiiUerial inter- 
ests from tills aiiproucliiiu'iit. The 
.Vmericaii cmninissioiiers at Paris are 
iiuikinK their liargain, whether they real- 
ize it or not, under the protecting naval 
strengtli of England, and we shall ex- 
jiect a iiiiUeriai quid pro quo fur this 
assistance. We expect the United 
Slates to deal generously with us in tlie 
matter of tiirifi', ami we exiR'ct to be re- 
nieiiibered when the United States come 
into poss<?ssiou of the I'hilipiiines; niul, 
above all, wu expect Iier assistanc(> on 
the da.v, which is Quickly approaching, 
when the future of China comes up An- 
sottleniout, for the young imperialist has 
entered uixm a path where it will recpiirc 
li' strong friend, and a lasting friendship 
Ijctween the two nations can be secured, 
not' by frothy sentimentalities on imblie 
platforms, but by reciprocal advaiilages 
in . solid material interests." 

The foregoing opinion is certainly out- 
spoken enough, but every American mov- 
ing in husiiiess circles here knows that 
this voices the exiiectatiuns of tlie avcr- 
ag<' Englisliiuiin. The (]Uestion of tlie 
Sulu islands has awakened a great deal 
of interest, flie Pail Mall (Jazette re- 
marking; " Lot tlie United States ac- 
(luire the Siihis if lliey want lln'in, hut 
let us liave an ' open dcKir ' tliere for 
our trade," adding: " Tlie Snlns are 
tlie coniiert iiig- link between Nortli llur- 
iieo and the I'liiiippiiies, and we liiive 
as much interest in these islands as (he 
Aiiierican.'j will have. An equality ot 
treatiiient,-will^ promote trade., not only 
lietween Borneo ■ and the jPhilippincs 
al.so." 

Aguinaldo's supporters in the Plillip- 
piiies are very much concerned aliout the 
proposed visit to the United States of 
a l<''ilipino named Cortes, as a rejireseiit- 
ative ot Filipino f(H>)lng. The so-called 
Filipino junta, at Hongkong has cabled 
to the London olUcc of the Associated 
Press, disavowing Cortes and declaring 
that ho represents nobod,v but. himself. 
The junta adds: " Tile LMlipinos under 
AguioiiMo ■ riOW' consist of represonta- 
tlvcs of all the constituted provinces, 
and the anny, limited only by lack of 
arms, numbers over 40,000- men, fully 
armed, in the island of Panay, while the 
Island of Nogros, the richest, sugar dis- 
trict, is said to he under tlie full con- 
trol of the Filipinos." The Filipino 
government, the junta also says, appeals 
for an iiiipartial inquiry, ;ttnd implores 
till' American people to refrain from a 
liast.v decision.

TO REGULATE HIGHBINDERS. 

Chinese Government Endeavors to Se- 
cure Their Extradietion From 

United States. I 

AVasliiugtoii, Dec. 2.— Tlie Chinese gov- 
ernment, Ihrongli its minister, Wu Ting 
Fang, has broached to the luithorities 
here the willingness of China to negoti- 
ate an extradition treaty applicable to 
all criminals, but intended in particular 
to reach the highbinders. 

The Chinese government believes the 
liiglibiiider trinibles iu this country oper- 
ate (luite as iiiiieh against law-abitliug 
Chinese and against tlie Chinese^ gov- 
ernnieiit lis tlii'y do against parties to 
the secret crimes. Thi'refore X^biiia 
wishes to Iiave such criminals returned 
to her domain for trial. Little doubt 
is entertained here that if China once 
secured possession of the liiglibinders, 
short work would bo made of them, ow- 
ing to the projuilieo they have brought 
uiioii tlu^.goveriunent. Moreover, it is 
believed tlio senate, to which such a 
treaty wouhl have to be referred for rati- 
lic.'itioii, would act favorably upon it, 
and that it would stir up unimositics and 
agitations,, on ,tbe Chinese question -in 
general, rathsf. than accomplish ;any, spe- 
cial good In the direction desired. . IThe 
Chinese authorities have-not, therefore, 
gone further- than to broach the-subject 
to the ofllcials' here, and learn how such 
a treaty would be viewed, althougli they 
stand ready at any time to assume the 
burden of dealing with the highbinders 
and other Chinese criminals, if a na- 
turalization treaty should- giye them juris 
diction over the offenders.

made with greater emphasis-than in thie * 
Eternal City. The oldest Old World re- 
gards the newest New with feelings of 
anger, disgust and alarm almost too- 
great for words. The sentiment of in-- 
digiiatlon differs in-intenslty, but it iB- 
universal. , ' ' , 

There is no sympathy for the United' 
States eilliej- among whites or blacks. 
In fact, dislike for the American seizure 
of the Philippines,' fand a^^^ that 
the enthusiasm whicli made the war pos-- 
sible, was a mere mask of cant assumedl''-'i 
iu order to facilitate coatjuest, are al- ;■- 
most the only sentiments shared in com- 
mon by the civil camps of the Quirinnl 
and of the Vatican. With the King's: 
men Kentiment is comparatively mild. 
'J'hey do not believe in the least in the 
disinterestedness of the American war 
of liberation. Tlie American declara- 
tions are almost universally derided as 
a hideous example of a worse than En- 
gllshAliypocrisy. Uncle Sam, they say,, 
determined Jh all things to suniass Jobm 
Bull, has ' outdone . him , even • in, Pharisa- 
ism and oaiitii;,aJheyfriends^"c>£' Americtt. 
wring tlieir' hands in unaffected grief 
over the fall of the United States underv 
tlie temptation of the lust of territorial, 
expansion. Her enemies shoot out the- 
lip and can shriek iu derision over what, 
they regard as the unniistakeable deuion- 
Htration which the demand for the Phil- 
ippines affords of American cupidity,. 
American bad faith and American ambi- 
tion. "We told you so,' they exclaim.. 
That is what tlu; nnctuovjs rectitude of 
the .\iiL'lo-Sax(iu always ends in. He al- 
ways begins by calling heaven to wit- 
ness his luisellish desire to help his neigh- 
burs, but always ends by stealing his 
spoons." 

It is uniileiisaut for Auglo-Saxoa to' 
hear this on every side, but since the 
peace negotiations have developed a de- 
mand for complete cession of the Pliili])- 
pines Americans will do well t'l reeegT 
nize-: that -such statement as the above- 
reprcsents . the opinion ot! everyone 
in^Enropc -who. pays cursorj- attention to 
■what- is'goiiig^on abroad. The immense 
majority, of Europeans are, of course, 
absolutely ignorant of ; what has hap- 
pened. Intent; on their' dailj- toil, they- 
nuithor know nor care what occurs in. 
another hemisphere. But the Europeans - 
who read newspapers, who form what 
may be described as the publii; opinion V 
of the Old World, are practically of 
one mind on tlie matter. Outside lOng- 
land 1 have met no iion- Americans wlio- 
did not dislike the expansion of Amer- 
ica, iioi' do I think in tlie v.diole of our 
tour around Europe have 1 met one- 
lOuropean who did not receive my liro- 
testalions as to the genuine sincerity 
with which th(.' Auicrienii people entered 
into till- war willi mure or less nuiekiiig . 
increilulity.

What the Old World 8)»ys is 
that the New World has now'jcatdH-fliE 
the f<nbiddeu fruit, and that the flaming 
sword which turned everx wajriwijl pre-'

iMUrsD of my tour I am now compelled

Hut il is not the 
less true that immediately after the wiir 
■ broke out a diplouuitic re|u-esontative of 
the powers conunnnicated to an Ameri- 
can minister at a lOuropean court in 
plain and unmislakahic terms the dis- 
pleasure of the powers and their desire 
to express that displensuri- publicly and 
forcibly. 'I'liese couunuuicalious were 
' .s\itll('ie"ntly serious for the contingeiu\v 
of the n,so of the allied forces of the 
ICnropean nations for the coercion of 
the Uiiitcil Slali\s to lie frankly discussed 
between the two diplonnit ists. 'I'lie re- 
sult; of that discussion was to put a 
summary stop to all notions of Jiuro- 
pean intervention. 

" ' If you intervene,' said the Ameri- 
can minister, ' it means war,' • 

"'Yet,' rejoined his visitor, 'the forces 
of the gretit Kuropean powers, acting in 
alliance, would ovenvlielm any opposi- 
tion which the Americans coidd oflfor.' 

" 'No doubt,' .said the' Americiiii; 'but 
70U would haTo' to bring those forces 
WroBs the Atlantic to the other 
hemisphere arid' keep them there for 
the rest of your natural life. The New- 
World is not going to submit to the 
•Old World any more; no, sir, not any 
more than it submitted a century since 
when thd odds weVe far worse. And, 
Temember,' ho added ns a clincher, 'that 
when you were hurrying your armies and 
your navies across three thousand miles 
of soa to fight America^ you would have 
to count with England, who is certainly 
not friendly to your enterprise.' 

"This put an extingnislier (Ui the pro- 
posal. Nothing more was heard of the 
contemplated intervention. It never got 
so far as to be subnuttcd to England. 
The wdiole design was chocked at the 
very outset by the calm audacity with 
which the representative of America 
played his cards in leading the trump 
card of the Anglo-American entente 
which henceforth will jday such a lead- 
ing part in all the dealings of the Eng- 
lish-speaking people with their jealous 
and suspicious neighbors. 

"I am very glad to be able to set fortii 
the actual facts as they actually happen- 
ed. They were' tbUl me at first hand 
b.v the person ino6t imraeiHately concern- 
ed,' and you can absolutely rely upon the 
atcunvcy of the above statement. 

"If the Old World regards American 
growth and expansion with'"nnconcealed 
alarm, the British Empire, which is seat- 
ed both in the Old 'Vt'^orld and the New, 
contemplates the new departure with un- 
affecfed sympathy. The rr!nlions be- 
tweea the embassies of Great Britain 
and America at Constantinople and at 
Ilomc could Iiardly be closer and more 
cordial if there lias been a hard and fast, 
•cut and dried, siKued, sealed and deliver- 
ed treat.v of alliance, offensive and de- 
fensive, between the two powers. If 
things go on ns th(\v are going now ev- 
ery 'Bnglish-spe.-ikinir nniu will feel, as I 
"liave felt throuL'liout this war, that he 
'.hnn not one andiassador. but two in ev- 
ery capital in Europe, that behind In'm 
w'herever he rocs he is shielded by the 
might, not of one empire, but of two, 
a cond)ination beneath whose shadow the 
w-Iiole world may yet learn to rest in 
])eace."

—Bodies From tlie Portland. - 

Provincetown, Mass., T)oc. 3. — That 

tliere is ^reat anxiety over the fate of 
tin? Pentagol is shown by the receipt 
here yesterday and to-day of a great 
niunlier of letters and lelegrams inquir- 
ing for news of that vessel^ The mar- 
ine observer at Highland Light saw the 
Pentagol at - p.m. on Saturday, going 
eastward. At that time the weather 
was fairly clear. Mariners say that the 
i'entagol should have been far to the 
eastward when the storm broke out. 
She too must have been ovcrwholhied by 
great seas, for had she gone ashore uny- 
where north of Cape Aim, or on a reef 
or island off the Maine coast, some pieces 
of wreckage would have' drifted ashore 
(ui'g before this. 

Great interest was manifested tliis af- 
ternoon over the report brought by .in in- 
coming vessel that a mass of wreckage 
was sighted some distance north of the 
C.aiie. .More definite descriptions, how- 
ever, liroii^ht the opinion that it is the 
hull of a schooner of about 100 tons 
burden. The wreckage appeared to be 
drifliuK toward the cape. .Vt 11 a.m. 
to-day the same wreckage was reported 
liy Kace I'oint life-saving station. There 
is nothing about it to show that it is con- 
nected with the wreck of the Portland 
or Pcnta^'ol. 

Tlic exeepdinf,'ly sharp w.ntch for 
wreckage kept almif; the slmre fniiii 
Woodenil to Ili^rhheail is praclically the 
means of saving about every fraf:inent 
of the ill-fated Portland that niny be 
borne on the waves. Two very iiii|iorl- 
anl additions to llii> list of articles 
waslied ashore are a. section of a life- 
rafl and a gold-headed cane. The owner 
of the latter may possibly be ascertained 
lliroiii,'li the marking of the nob, "Nov.

Loudon. Dec. The crisis in Spain 
is followed with umst keen interest. I)<in 
Carlos is uinloubtedly preparing for a 
bold stroke. His emissaries are en- 
deavoring to snbinai the Spanish army, 
!L large portion of it being disaffected, 
partly on account of arrears of pay, but 
chiefly owing to the conviction that the 
army was prevented from eiirning dis- 
tinction during the late war on account 
of the inciipacily and eorruiitiou of the 
political adnunistrators. These new 
factors have given Don Carlos a much 
better chance of success than he ha<l 
when he uuide his foriiier attempts to 
gain the throne of Spain. 

C)ne factor inlhienciiig Spaniards 
a;,'ainst the substitution of King Stork 
for ICiiig Log is that Don (Carlos woidil 
he boiiiiil by his own professions to re- 
pudiate the treaty with the Unileil 
States, and Siiain •would thus bo in a 
more perilous stale tliau ever. Slie 
would not oidy lose her possessions, but 
would forfeit the millions prollered by 
the L'nited States. 

Don .laiine, the son. of Don Oarlos, is 
repm ted to be moving from place to 
nliice ou the French side of the Pyrt'- 
iiecs, from whence he is ptdling the Carl- 
ist wires. 

The Count de Mailles, a leading Carl 
isi, who is now in I'aris, is quoted in 
an interview as expressing himself siiii- 
Kuine of success. He claims that Carl- 
ism has made strong headway among 
the reiiatriated soldiers, while the peo- 
ple, clergy ami some of the bishops, he 
alleges, arc longing to return to tlie old 
regime, ■■ 

The Oouiitr'dddcd: ' ." As for the Pope, 
he is olwnj's oh.the.sJde of the party in 
power, and- will send his blessing to Don 
Carlos ns soon as«he sits on the tlirone. 
(Jeneral Weyler is ready to give his 
sword to the Jnghest bidder, and l>on 
Carlos, his wife (the Princess de Ronnn) 
and her family are-rcadj' to advance 
funds, and the French Jegitlmatists will 
also aid financially' and provide volun- 
teers," 

•According to travellers in Spain, there 
is little or no feeling !i>;ainsl Americans 
among the .'spanisli jieuple icenerally. An 
English visitor who has just crossed 
Spain, writes to the papers, saying: " I 
hav(? not found any trace of unfriendli- 
ness or a word of abuse of .Americans. 
If any of them are to come here (mean- 
ing .SiminKthey will find everyone very 
happy to see them. A resident foreigner 
iit .Madrid told me that if an American 
army m.-irchcd into the ^ country it 
would be receiveil with open arms, as 
many Spaniards had said to him that it 
would be li(rtter to have good govern- 
ment iimler Americans than to suffer as 
they do under the government the.\

SPANISH OFFICERS' VIEWS. 

Had Santiago Hc(>n Provisiiuii'd the 
Xations Might; Have Heeii 
Fighting Yet. 

Washington, Nov. The bureau of 

naval liitelllK'ence to-day Issued another 
of lis war series, 'this time the '-nnttles 
and Ciiiiltnlatlon of Santla^'o ile Cuba, 
hy Lieut. .lose Miller y Tejelri*, thi? second 
In commamr of the Naval Forcca of the 
I'rovlnce of Santluiro de Cuba." 

Capt. Clewes, the chief of the Intelli- 
gence bureau explains In an Introductory 
note that the writer was an eye wltnoHs of 
most of the events that he describes and 
from ills po.fltlon had access to ofiiclal In- 
loniiatlun. J'he style Is im-'l'UIIiiiI.v iiilor- 
esiliiK, tree Ironi Lilas and has iii'i iilr of 
authenticity, which will kIvc the buiik ii 
pliiie in history, though II Is nut an iif- 
ih'ial iiulillcatloii. The luitlior begun, ac- 
cording to Ills own statement to keep 
an exact diary of events at Bauthlgo from 
the inonieni of the aiiponrnnce tliere of 
Ccrvera's licet, realizing, as he says, that 
the vessels were to have u most powei-fnl 
lulluence on the war.

The casualties ou tlio Sp;m- 
ish side are stateil to be sixty oftlcer.s and

Tlicy propose to make use, if they 
can, of what the enlenirise of the np- 
plii'i'.nt-s has led them to do in order to 
euhiuice the price of the laud, and to 
pemait persons, who have taken no 
tvonhlc whatever in the premises, to 
( ither overbid the persons who proiiose 
to make the land valuable, or else to 
compel them to pay a largely increased 
price for it. We say thi» Is very bad 
policy, nnd is calculated to diseourngc 
men of enterprise from trying to do any- 
thing. It is false policy from a public 
point of view. The government i.s not 
ill a iwsitioii to handle its land; private 
individuals can handle theirs. The 
government ought not to speculate upon 
the business plans of private iiiiliviiluals. 
It may be a monstrous clever tiling for 
a goveninieiit to refuse to allow private 
individuals lo purchase land in connec- 
tion with a private eiitcriirisc and get 
for the 'province two or three times as 
much money for it as they would, if it 
hail been sold before the enterprise was 
begun, Init it will not seem half so 
. clever. If refusal to sell defeats the 
euterpriso and leaves the land upon the 
liaiuls of the government. Moreover, 
the propriety of a government unilertak- 
iiig to " boom " Crown binds is very 
greatly open to question.. . It is not right 
to make the countrj- even indirectly re- 
sponsible for private representations as 
6(> the^dnteome of a business project. ■ 

A XATIOX OF FItEKMlCX. 

That grand old song, " Rule Britaii- 
'aU0, tells us that'" Britons never shall 
&'e 'slaves." Hut better than that is the 
graiid fact that they never have been 
sInvOs. Professor Benjamin Ide ■Wheel- 
er, in his "Life of Alexander the Great," 
now rnnniiig through' -the Century 
Magazine, tells us that the society of 
.Mc-^rander's time was built up on sle.v- 
ery. In illustration of this he mentions 
that Corinth had -11)0,(11)0 slaves, Attica 
a .similar number, and Aegiiia rather 
iiiore. *Tliese three countries of ancient 
Greece were not as extensive as A^iucou- 
ver Island, yet they cBntained a million 
ami a (luiirter slaves.' Wbat was true 
of G recce \vas true of llnme, so thai 
doubtless I'rofessor Wheeler docs not at 
all exaggerate in cpnvoj:ing tlic; idea that 
slavery was the base of the social' fabric 
of the whole Mediterranean world. It 
is n snciiil law that the top branches of 
the social tree witllff, first. There is no 
eviileiKc thaV/afi|f^jS%ccndhn't^^ of the 
men who were leadenT iri Greece or 
Homo survive. If tliey do, all traces 
of them have been lost. Many of the 
noble Italian houses assert ilescent from 
the distinguished men of Ihe Imperial 
era of Home, but without inquinug into 
the validity of the claim, it is suflicient 
for the purposes of this article to point 
out that they form a very small part of 
the wbide iiopnlation. It is more than 
probable that Hubataiitially the whole of 
the peoples of southern Europe are de- 
scended from slaves. This fact has a 
most impiirlant bearing ui>on their his- 
tory, and uiioii that of llo' wnrlil. 

When we inquire into the history of 
our own race, the, Anglo-Saxon, a dilTcr- 
eiit sot of facts present themselves. We 
liiiil a riiee of freemen, and no matter 
hi-w far back we fnlliiw the diaiii of 
ili'sceiil, we do not reach a period of 
slavery. This is true, even if we iii-cept 
llie theory, every day linding wider ac- 
ceptation, that the Allglo-Saxnn race is 
descended from the Ten Trihes of Is- 
rael, which never velurned to ralestiae 
after having been taken <'aptivi' by 
.Vssyriu in B. C. 721. This captivity is 
not to be understood as a condition of 
slavery; neither is fKo'^ipoHod during 
whirh the Israelites were in Kgypt to 
1)1' sii ri'ganled, for the raei- never lost 
its identity or its organization. So that 



customs which were oven in his day re 
garded as, they bt^thright of the race 
t!om time .immemorial. This phrase, 
" fnmi time immemorial," ought to find 
a place in the memor.v of every Briti.sh 
subject. It iiiiplies to our glorious prin- 
eiple of individual liberty. The memory 
of man runneth not to the contrary, as 
the old lujv books say, tliat men of our 
race have always been free. 

We do not know of anything whiidi 
ought fo be more Ktron;.'ly impressed 
upon the youth of the land than this 
grand fact.. Their frepdoii) is not oiil.\ 
a thing of yesterday^ "It' is a heritage 
f 1 0111 uiieountod geueratious. 'When we 
appreciate this, we will giuiril our rights 
more jealously. We are free men. not 
because some monarch made us fri'c. not 
because governments and courts have 
clioseu not to enslave us; but because 
we were born free, and otir fathers were 
burn free, and their fathers, for more 
generations than wo. can count. It sis 
timely to siicak of these things now,' be- 
cause there is a marked AngloSa.xon 
revival in progress at present, and noth- 
ing will contribute more to this, nothiiig 
will make it more fruitful of good, re- 
sults, than an appreciation of the groat 
and fundamenliil iirinciple of all British 
institutions. It is important for us to 
keep fresh in onr minds the history of 
cur race, to kei']> before ns the memory 
and the traditions of the past. M'heii 
Cromwell und his fellows, struck a blow 
for liberty, their arms were nerved by 
a knowledge of what the ancient rights 
of Britons were. It was for their an- 
cient rights that the barons stood ready 
to fight at Kunymede. It was these 
same rights which Henry Boauclerc 
recognized, which ICdward the Confessor 
proiimlgateil, which .\lfreil the Great 
caused to be respected of all men. In 
Alfred's time these riglits were ancient. 
It is not late invention which we call 
British liberty, 

■ The Times says that the statements 
made by Mr. Walter Hayes, nnd ]uib- 
lislied in the Colonist on Friday, are 
without a word of truth, and it cites the 
opinion of several olllcers to the con- 
trary. We have not the least doubt that 
Mr. Milne and Mr. piute believe that 
everything is all right; but it is rank 
folly for any one to pretend to deny that 
large (luantities of giK)ils from the Unit- 
ed States are going regularly into the 
Atlin country, or' rather have been go- 
ing in, for at present the roads are tem- 
porarily impassable.

The greatly increased number of muni- 
cipal voters registering this year under 
fJie qinililication of householders should 
be cause for general congrattilatiuu ou 
the apparent nwakoniiig of the liuporiint 
body who rent their houses to an in- 
terest in civic alfairs. There are, liow- 
ever, some who believe that grave 
abuses have occurred in the registration 
—that many have declared themselves 
ho\iseholders who really are not entitled 
to voles under this classilication— and 
one of those, a gentleman of considerable 
prominence and large interest in the city, 
writes the Colonist as follows: 

"The recent unprccedeiiteil addition of 
over 700 names to the uiuniciiial voters' 
list led mo to make enquiries, resulting, 
I rcgr(!t to. State, in disclosing a state' of 
things that cannot fail to awaken feel- 
ings of alarm amongst the actual tax- 
payers and well wishers of the city. 
The object sought to ho obtained is not 
yet apparent, but it may be safely assum- 
ed that the manipulators are not doing 
it for their health. 

"The Municipal Act makes liberal pro- 
visioxi for the registration of bona fide 
householders, who have paid taxes, 
municipal voters. 'J'liis seems to have 
had a forced InterpreliitiDU i)hu'i'd uiion 
it, contrary to the spirit of the act, there 
by admitting to the franchise household 
ers — wife, sons, daughters, servants, shop 
girls, butcher boys, hotel boarders, etc.— 
who have been sulllciently persuaded to 
take the serious and dangerous Step of- 
making a solemn declaration that they 
lire householders. 

"The plausible reasons used for this 
purpose, are not fully available, hut suf- 
ficient is known to indicate that they 
are founded on the idea that all persons 
ciaitribnting directly or indirectly to- 
wards liie rental may qualif.v as voters, 
A whole family thus votes on one house, 
and a boarding-house keeper's capacity 
for producing voters is only limit 
the length of his dining table, 
number of his beds, 

"By this process seven hundred voters, 
manufactured nnu-e ov less in this way 
are practically in control of the next 
municipal election, 

"Let it also be remembered that 
large number of these voters pay 
taxes whatever; are utterly indifferent as 
to what next year's tax levies may be, 
and naay therefore he relied upon to 
support the alderman and school trus- 
tee citndidatcs who promise the most. 

"'\Vhat a pleasing prospect this opens 
to those cyele-t rack-pa ved-roads-larger 
salaries-Liberals, -who delight in being 
lavish witli other people's money, re- 
gardless of the unfortunate taxpayer who 
will be forced to provide the four or 
five hundred thousand dollars or more 
required. 

"Is it stating the case' too strongly 
to name it an outrage and demand a 
reinedyV Unfortunate, it is not quite 
clear how the remedy can be found, ex- 
cept perhaps to hope that our present 
Mayor may rise to the occasion and re- 
fuse to certify as correct this bogus list 
of voters. 

"Or. failing in that, there remains the 
drastic means of proceeding against those 
who strained their conscience to make 
those extraordinary declarations, and 
placing them ou election day vrherc their 
vole.s can do no harm. 

"I hope to refer again to this subject, 
suggesting now that in the meantime 
your iiowerfiil pen may throw more light 
upon what seems a very serious af- 
fair. SIGMA."

Former Friends of the Usurping Oom- 
'biuation Now Most Outspoken 
Against Them.

Since the unfortunate iidvent of .Tosejih

Our attention has been drawn to an^ ex- 
ample of how the government Intends to 
save the province from financial ruin. For 
several years the leglslntiiri' has been In 
the habit of voling sniiill grants to resi- 
dent physicians In Isolated dlslrlets. II Is 
(lulle possible that In smiie iiisuiiiees tln-se 
gi-aiils were given for political piii-|)oses, 
but In the majority of cases they were 
well earned. The government has an- 
nounced ' tliat these' ^ants are to bo can- 
cplled on the Slst of December— the mid- 
dle of the Unancla! year. 

The decision of ttho government Is not 
honest, neither can It be considered regu- 
lar. The government did not puss those 
grants; they ivero voted by the leglshitare, 
and to tho legislature slanild be left the 
]iower of taking them away. When these 
grants were pased they morally, if not 
legally, belonged to the poorly-paid anil 
hard-working physicians for whom they 
-were Intended. To cut olT those grants 
whoa they are Iialf-exliauslcd Is not aeling 
fairly with the medical men. liiist year 
$S0O was voted to Dr. Jakes, rcsIUcut phy- 
sician for Boundary Creole. This grant 
was secured after a hard Dght by Donald 
tJraliani, M.IM"., backed up by representa- 
tions from the peopU- nere. Sir. Graham 
cannot but have a high appreciation of 
Ills new political friends when they refuse 
p.iy half tho grant tliat lie wrested 
form a hostile government and a hostile 
legislature. 

Nor is this all. Mr. Martin comes in 
for a woll-morltcd rebuke in connection 
with a very peculiar circular, which ho 
has rei'ontl.v caused to be sent to pro- 
vincial coroners: Listen to this; 

If Hon. Mr. .'^emlln wishes Ills govern- 
ment to be popular, he should send his 
attorney-general to some Institution where 
he cinild take a coiirs(> In milliners. He 
appears to be free from the ameullles of 
and to be laboring under the iiupres,sloii 
that all the honesty In tho province is 
now confined within the walls of the par- 
liament buildings. His circular to the cor- 
oners Is n piece of boorish Impertinence. 
It Is quite possible that some coronei-s haev 
been endeavoring to imilcc money where Iii- 
(luesls W(!re uiineecssiiry ; but to tell pro- 
lonal men that they liiivi- been In the 
habit of iiliiiidci-lng tlie provlm-lal treas- 
ury was eiilii-ely uncalled for. The iiiii- 
iorlly of eoroners have bad suflli'lent i)ub- 
ilc i-iili riirlse to do their duty at ciinsldcr- 
abio loss to themselves. If Hon. .Mr. Mar- 
tin ex]ii-els to secure the best men in posi- 
tions thill HIP nt best unprofitable, he must 
treat theiii with some respect and assume 
tliat they are a little bettet than thieves. 

A more swooping condcmnalion it 
would bo hard to imagine. Coming as 
it does from a paper friendly to the 
government, publishcd^in a constituency- 
which gave a . heavy support to the Sem- 
lin candidate nt tho last election, it at 
once becomes apparent flint the reaction 
has already coninienced, 

A few more iiiontlis of such misrule 
ns this iirovinec has been sub.iected to 
since Lienteniiiit-Govornor Mcliiiies so 
cnljiahly tiiriied over the reins of power 
to file ScinlliL-Martiu combination, wotild 
hardly leave to' the: government a hand- 
ful of supporters' in any section- of tho

Services of To-Day — llefornied 
Episcopalians Neariuj? the 
Quarter Centenary. 



Some little time ugo IJev. Dr. Wilsout 
of the Church ot Our J..ord (UeCormod 
Episcopul), iustltutcd iuquiries aa to why 
nieu ilo uot more Keuerally iittoiid 
church. AmouK the iiuswerH oliciteil, 
■' Liodgoa " and " Fruteruitios " were ud- 
vauccd by several as reasons fur their 
abBCuce from church services. In eou- 
HiUering the dillerenl replies to his in- 
terrogation, Itcv. Dr. "Wilson, in a I'C- 
«:out sermon had tlie followint; to say: 

" Cuu it be possible that these frater- 
nal ..aud.; . benevolent societies hinder 
chureh-isbing? " They are fraternal and 
beaevotent-T^tbat'-is the reason for their 
' ' existea^. ^ - Ihe'^secr^y j,^liicb . marks 
the most ot them Js not drWaful OT mys- 
terious. It is but a bait to make them 
mor^ interesting. Primarily tliey are 
associations for mutuiij help. The'bonev- 
olence is of a limited "kind; it does not 
reach the height of our l/<jrd'8 injunc- 
tion, " Give, lioping for nothing aguiu," 
for the member of the lodge gives to 
his ■ fellow-member, e-xpecting to be 
helped in turn when he needs assist- 
ance; but limited though it be, it leads 
men out of si-lfisluiess; it calls for kind- 
ness and sympatliy to the allliolcd, and 
is ChriHtiau as far as it goes. Why 
should this kcc'ii men away from (.•hurchV 

" iMoreover, tliori' is usually iu fnitor- 
uities a marked recoguitiou of (iod over 
us all. The ourinnonics are accompan- 
ied with prayer and hymn; and the set 
addresses inculcate cliarily, justice, [)\ir- 
ity and other virtues. These are the 
vcr3' things which have made the church. 
How can such good ijorforniances he- 
guile men away from the house of GodV 

"That they do, or that something 
about the lodges do. we are assured h.v 
the two answers given, which without 
doubt,, urc the. pincere convictions of the 
writers. 

" Perhaps one reason is that these re- 
llgious. acts ' are .performances. The 
/ prayer is not .the cry-of a aoxA, conscious 
of its needs and calling for help; the 
hymn is not an- act of adoring praise, 
but an iuterlade to break the monotony 
Of the proceedings. When a worldly 
and profane man, whose lite is known 
to be anything but religious, acts as 
ckaplain, the prayer is not prayer at 
all, either for him or the auditors. That 
such men arc sometimes chaplains is 
unfortunately true. 

" A second and more cogent reason 
why the lodge may iiiterCcio witli 
cluirch-goiug will be found in the grnti- 
lication of the religious instinct which 
e.xists in human nature. All men pos- 
sess this religious instinct except those 
who have educatcHl themselves out <^ it 
by a course of beastliness or of se"msh 
pride. It is one token of our high line- 
age — a relic of the image of God in 
which wo were made. Battered and 
marred it may be, but the very ruins 
show the greatness man as (lOd in- 
tended him. All men arc moved to 
pray sometimes— it may be through fear, 
it may be through gratitude. This is 
the soul craving its aliment. 

" Now the prayers and religious forms 
in the lodge lull that craving. It may 
be filling a. hungry stomach; with straw; 
. there is no nourishment, hut the hunger 
is quieted for a while • ' The lodge is 
religion enough for me,' said a Free 
Mason. He was easily satisfied. Of 
course, the lodge never was designed to 
sntisfjr his spiritual needs, but as it 
responds : somewhat to his soul's crav- 
ings,' he quiets his conscience, which else 
might urge him to more substantial 
food. 

" There is an influence which perverts 
our better instincts to the accH;ptauce of 
substitutes for genuine religion. Men 
I're not content to be wholly irreligious, 
but sincere religion is too humbling' and 
too exacting for ordinary pride and sloth, 
nnd BO they quiet conscience by some- 
thing whloh ts not quite religion, but 
which looks like it. Ilonoo come ethical 
societies on Sundays, with their dis- 
courses on all kinds oC ethics, from sys- 
feniB Dt SSVverago up to the philosophy of 
Kant, spiritualistic seances, thoosophic 
and other isms, and even church service 
where spectacular pcrrorniances take 
the place of! pcnitenct.' and prayer. 

" If the lodge keeps men from church 
it must, be because the bit of religion 
they get there satisfies them; they think 
it will do; it is not troublesome; it 
does not lead a man to cry. " God be 
/ncrciful to mo, a sinner! ' or to worry 
over the queslion whctlipr he has hoen 
born again. The imperfect substitute 
for Christian worship lulls and soothes 
him, and shuts oft fnmi view the awful 
realities o( life and death and etcniity. 

" Now, it ought not he so. These de- 
corous and comely religions cercmonie:

Attornoy-Geiierars Colleague Se- 
cures First Suspension of Those 
Coroners' Regulations. 



Without Which Naiiaimo Colliery 
Fatalties Could Not Have 
Been Iiitiuircd Into. 



As an instance of how Hon. Joseph 
Martin's new regulations for coroners 
works, the following incident from Na- 
naimq is stated ;,qpqn. good authority: 

Upon the death 'of the late Wm. Mc- 
Gregor, manager of the New Vancouver 
Coal Company, the mine superintendent, 
S. M. Robina, having in view the well 
known . principles of the common law of 
England governing such' cases,' and also, 
no doubt, for the satisfaction 
of shareholders of his com- 
pany, that the disaster was not 
due to negligence of any kind, asked the 
cm'oner to hold the usual iniiuiry into 
tne cause of death. But the coroner, 
having iu view the new regulations in his 
mcmor.v, asked the superintendent if he 
was not satisfieil that death was the re- 
sult of an accident. Of course the an- 
swer was in the nlhrmative. As this 
agreed with the coroner's own opinion 
oi: the regrettable affair he declined to 
assume the responsibility of holding an 
inquest. So anxious, however, were the 
oOichils of the mining, company for an 
authoritative statement that the com- 
pany's surgeon, who is no less a person 
than Hon. R. E. McKechuie, pro'jident 
of the provincial council, also tried to 
persuade the coron(!r to act. In reply 
again to this pressure brought to bear 
upon him the coroner quoted the circular 
instruction ns of Hon. .loseph Martin, 
but infoiincil Dr. McKechnie that if he 
would put his request in writing, and, 
further, guarantee the coroner's expens- 
es, the inquest would be held. This prop- 
osition, however, Mr. McKechnie de- 
clined, and there the matter rested for 
a time. During the course of the day, 
however, the coroner received a "collect" 
telegriiphic message, and having paiil the 
two bils deinuiided of liini, was surprised 
to find that it was from the lion, .loseph 
Martin at Vancouver to the eH'ecl that 
he would like the coroner to hold an iu- 
<iucst as asked for by Mr. Robins and 
Dr. McKechnie. 

The in<iuest w*s accordingly held, but 
it is statwl that the coroner, in veiw of 
the strictly non-committal wording of 
the "request," is anxi.ous to know if 
the government will pay the' costs in- 
<;tirred, br'lf,' like the two bits for the 
telegram, Ue;. is ■ expected to pay them 
himself. j '

Jlan is a 
gregarious animal with strong- social in- 
stincts, and the moment you place him 
where he is lonely and denied the advim- 
tagcs of society and sochul iutercourso, 
he begins, by the very needs of his be- 
'.ig, to gravitate to the city, or seeks 
new avenues to employment. The great 
evil of our immigration policies is to 
scatter men aud 'women, for immediate 
advantages of land ownership all over 
the country, creating new and ceaselost 
demands for expenditure to oixja up in- 
gress and egress to tboul and sowing 
seeds of dissatisfaction and unrest, 'i'h 
more pressing problem in this province, 
to my mind, is to sctth? up New \Vcst- 
minster district, the southern end 
Vancouver Island, tlie Okiinagaii and 
Thompson river valleys, and other locali- 
ties where facilities for conimiinicatioii 
already e.\ist, rather than the coloniza- 
tion of the Necliaco valley, the I'eaci 
river (■oiiutry or the north end of Van 
(•ouver Island.

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MORMONS IN CONTROL. 

Utah as a State Is Now Administered 
By Them. 

Former}]^ the Gc'^lIIcs controlled the 

politics of the territory by Voting solidly 

against the Mormons, but now the pol- 
itical divisions which exist elsewhere 
are recognized in Utah, and the Mor- 
mons seem, to be in control of the ..ma- 
chinery of both parties. At the last 
election a representative in congress 
was chosen who has three wives and 
he ran ahead of his ticket. Chief Jus- 
tice Zane, of the Supreme Court, who 
has enforced .the laws against ail : of- 
fenders, was .defeated. .Senator Can- 
non is: a member of a.promihent Mormon 
family, rind Senator Ea-\vlins, though 
not personally a Mormon, is on good 
terms with the "organization." All the 
state olllcei-s are in league with the -Mor- 
mons. Business and professional men 
do not care to denounce the prevalence 
of polygamy, but the Presbyterian 
church in IJtali has taken nil the mattei 
and has sounded a vigorous note of 
warning in the form of an address. 

It points out that since the issuing ofl 
the mjinifesto of April (J, ISUti, the Mor- 
mon priests exercise the right of dic- 
tation ovi.'r the votes of the church mem- 
bers. It charges that the Mormons pro- 
pose to control till? schools and nanie 
the teachers, and that they are boycot- 
ting Gentiles .wlio make objection to the 
practice of plural marriages. It c.\poseH 
the pros(dyting work of the church by 
which its ijolitical power is being ex- 
tended into Idaho, Wyoming and Ariz- 
ona. Iu Idaho it is already believed to 
hold the balance of power between the 
parties. Of polygamy the address of 
the Presbytery of Utah says: 

"Another phase of tJie present day in 
Utah is that the peoph; are being urged 
to "live their religion." Thi.s would 
seem a desirable thing to do. Unfor- 
tunately, however, tliis phrase has an 
application here other than that under- 
stood by people unacquohited with tlie 
"mysteries iOt MormoiMSWii.l' One "lives 
his religion''^ in TJtah..>h'6 has entered 
the " celestiol order of marriage," and 
cohtibits -n-ith oil ■'his' Wves. Of such 
cases more than -2,000 "'have come to 
our notice and thiS: JHrlBg has resulted 
in the birth of mOre.tban; 1,000 children 
since statehood -was ''granted, .Tanuary 
4, 1890. 

"That this situation -may bo perpetua- 
ted and this pet'ulhir institution flour- 
ish, that ubiquitous thing known as 
"church influence" so affects men that 
those who could testify lo this lawless- 
noss are -silent. Juries refuse to find 
indictments, and oflicers moke no ar- 
rests. fHence rqligioqs adultery goes 
unpriuished V arid the, .kingdom grows 
apaco. IiVom .the heads of the church 
doT\Tn "polygomy flourishes." 



CONOBItNlNG COIiONIZATION. 

' Sir: Year article of Thursday con- 
tvruliig colonization opens up an im- 
liortanc subject for consideration, and 
as 1 have always taken a very deep in- 
terest in and devoted some study to the 
questiuii, you will pardon me for mak- 
ing one or two observations. 

'i'u start with, your stuteincnt that 
" what British Coiunihia needs more 
than anything else is population," is 
true, with an iiiipiivtaiiL iiualilication. 
I'opvilntioii is an elcnient of indelinite 
value. It deiieuds upon its average po- 
tentiality. A great iiniiiy persons regard 
with envy the rapid progress of the 
United States iu respect to population, 
and think there must he something 
wrong with Canada and Canadians that 
there is such disparity shown by com- 
parison. For my own part, I believe 
that the United States would be much 
better off with 25.000,000 fe\ver people. 
A\'^hile the increase in the Canadian 
population, even of the right kind, has 
not been as great as might reasonably 
have been autictputed, yet when we 
take into consideration all the circum- 
stances and compare our uc'compUsh- 
incnts as a people with those of the 
l.'iiiled States, we have every reason to 
feel encouraged. A nation's success is 
not to he judged so much by what it 
h.is become as by what it has to over- 
come. U'he United States for many 
.vears .'tailed towai-ds f<irtuiie with fair 
winds and a llowiiig tide. Canada lins 
had to struggle. 

.Judged by results physically, socially, 
financially and politically, there need be 
no hesitation in stating that we have 
suc('eeilcd in a vastly greater degree. 
()\ir iiro.gress has been sure and solid. 
I'oi>iilation irrespeclive of such consid- 
erations may la.' iiuiL-h more of an evil 
than a lili'ssiiig. India and China in 
point of numerical iniporfume slioiild be 
thoroughly satislii'd with themselves, 
but wlial other nation envies their suc- 
cess in this respect'/ The [loint I wish 

to make is that it is the character and very large amount of data of a practi 

cal and valuable nature for considera 
tion; but commissions ot enquiry, not 
less expensive, though highly inquisi- 
tional iu respect to departmental details, 
are preferred under ii political system 
aiming at party advantage, rather than 
public policy of a comprehensive charac- 
ter. This is a digreaaiou, however. 

Coming back to, New Westminster 
district again for example. I make a 
prediction that within five years the 
government will, for Its own protection, 
he comiielled to reconsider the whole 
subject of the dyking lauds. These, for 
the greater part, Avill either full back 
into its hands, or it will have to assiune 
the obligations of intereat in respect t<i 
them. At present the land is occupied 
and improved only to a limited extent, 
and is, therefore, unnhic as u plain busi- 
ness undertaking to meet the annual ns- 
sessm.ent charges on account of dyking 
cxiienditure. Here is an opiwrtunity for 
a [iractical and detinit(^ imuiigration pol- 
icy on a small scale. Here are (Mjusider- 
able tracts of fertile laud that can he 
dealt with in a direct way h.v the gov- 
ernment, allotting them in Minall hold- 
ings in lease or long-term purch:ises, dis- 
tributing the cost of |iurcli:ise, reclama- 
tion, roading, (>tc., over a period (jf vears 
and assessing against thiMU the allot- 
ments in fair proportion. In this wiiv, 
the caidtal of the settler is con.servcd 
for necessary improvcnieiits and living, 
the annual charges arc light, seltlciiicnt 
is concentrated! public iniproveiueiit.s are 
more ecx)uomically made in serving a 
larger iwpulation with one expense, and 
protluctiou is increa.sed and inlcnsilied. 

It would take too long in one letter to 
demonstrate how a rational and busi- 
ness sy.stem of dovolopmeiu could be 
effected, applicable to the whole of the 
province. Kach district or section has 
its own peculiar requirements as effected 
by highland, swamp, timber, irrigation, 
etc., etc. It may be objected to on the 
Score of over-patemalisni, but it is no 
more paternalism in its nature than as- 
sisting railways with large sums ot 
money per mile, or building expensive 
roads and trails for the benefit of niiue- 
owuers. Such assistance in some form 
is necessary for the development of the 
country, hut it is paternal in the strict- 
est sense of the term, and with no more 
justilication than the ussistuuce which 
tlic settler requires in converting the 
fiossible agricultural areas into cultivat- 
ed farms. Knowing something of the 
many dillicullies of settling on new 
land in this and other provinces, but 
jiarticularly in British Columbia, I con- 
tend that the government cannot make 
the conditions too favorable, consistent 
with business in-inciples and sound pol- 
icy. The way to settle up a country is 
to make it as easy as possible to ck'aT 
and cultivate the land in the first place, 
and afterwards to earn a comfortable, 
not a slavish, living therefrom.

i-ondition or status of the population 
that determines its value. An unem- 
ploye«l, a thoughtless, an uuli.>ted, a dis- 
satisfied and poorly kept population is 
undesirable. The whole problem of 
colonization or immigration rests for its 
solution upon the consideration of em- 
ployment. 

Von have, I think, well epitomized the 
situation, .so far as British Colinubia is 
concerned, when you say: "The num- 
ber ot its iuhilbilants is incrca.sing with 
great rapidity, but the majority arc find- 
ing their way into the towns and cities. 
Our vast areas ('.'.I of fertile land adapted 
in the very way for agriculture and stock- 
raising, remain largely undeveloped." 
That, however, is a condition which 
more or less obtains iu every country. 
At all events, it is the tendency of the 
present day. 'riie problem is to decen- 
tralize the ]>opulation, and place the 
Iieopli- back on the land. If you can 
point the way to that being accomplish- 
ed, you <-iin perform n signal service to 
your own <'ouiitry and all other coun- 
tries as well. If \vc could bring one 
million people to the province and settle 
thein all over it, they woidd eventually 
liiid their way lo the cities. Population 
iu itself is not, therefore, the s])ecial 
iieci] of British Columbia. Yon must 
jdace the piiople on tin? land iiud fix 
them there by ties of self-interest and 
comfort. While not iu any way wish- 
ing to disparage the agricultural possi- 
bilities we possess, I cannot agree with 
you in the statemeiit that there are 
" vast areas " of farming land in this 
province- Tiiis is not an agricultural 
country in the snme way that Ontario is, 
and never can be; more than that, 
there are peculiar difUculties surround- 
ing the industry here; but even if there 
were similar Inducements, if we have 
not succeeded In better . utilizing the 
more ..dVnilable and desirable lauds than 
we ti&ya done, how can wcTiope to suc- 
ceed in the remote districts? 

You certainly are- entitled to credit for 
giving prominence to the subject, but 
your 'solution of the problem of settle- 
ment, though coming within the limits 
of practicability, nevertheless in my hum- 
blo oidriion fnlls short. You say: 
"About all that the province ought to 
uiiderlalie is to ascertaia delinitely 
about specific localities, and devise some 
means of getting the information before 
ilile settlers." There has without 
any doubt been a lack of doljnitcness 
about the immigration policy of not only 
all the provinces, but of the Dominion as 
bat there is soinclhing more than 
that re(iiiired. \V'e want to ascertain 
lot only where and how best; to locate 
desirable settlers from abroad, but what 
best to do with the people we already 
have. Reliable and precise inforniation 
is most decidely a lack under our pres- 
ent syslem; not only that, but the .sys- 
tem itself is bad. 
A tree is known by its fruits, aud if 
e are to judge of the general policy of 
immigration of Canada as a whole by 
results, it has been a sad failure, It 
has been largely an adaptation of the 
metlioils of railway conqianieH of the 
United States, which originally were 
succeHsful in the way of selling lands 
lliroiiph the media of glittering advcr- 
ments of the "possibilities and re- 
sounres of the tireat 'West," and the 
glowing rciii-eseiitations of wily land 
agents. .-Vt best it has been a poor imi- 
tation of a bad system. I have osti- 
mated that appro.ximntely !?10,000.000 
has liei'u spent, in all Canada since con- 
federation in direct immigration efforts 
of this character; iind yet Canada has 
barely saved, if that, its natural increase 
of population. It is,' contended that 
something like '2,000,000 Cdhadians have 
found their j?ay to .the.' 'United states, 
in addition ito- the TaninheJs that have 
percolated '••' through '.'••OHr. ;.'.* 'Open 'floor " 
into that^c6u»!try,i . tOnFlJie face df it,

Slid Four Hundred Feet Down Drag

London, Not. 24,— Arthur Willinms, 
an aeronaut, and Sidney Darby had a 
thrilling balloon adventure' j-estcrduy 
whicli may prove fatal to Durb.v. 

After waiting some weeks for a fiiv- 
oraWo wind to try to cross to Franco, 
thoy a.Hceuded yosterday from South 
Ijoudon, tlioiigli the d.'iy wiis stormy. 

^^'hoIl nn altituil(> of (i.OOO feet Avas 
reiiclieil the iiir curronts drove tlieui in 
the v>-rong direction. They tried lower 
air curronts witlioiit success, and were 
iu ininiinent diinger of beinj; driven sea- 
'.vitnl. V ,.\ 

Aorotiauh ^\'illial^s tlitja dcscflljed Lis 
elTdrt to descetid: 

"TL'o question was bow to make a safe 
descent wlien tlio balloon was tnivelling 
lit a rate of more than thirty jnilcs an 
hour, and we had no grappling irons to 
cli(H-lv speed. The trail rope, about 4;») 
foet long, was just touehing llic ground, 
and we were shooting towards sea at an 
alarming pace. I said to Darby: 

'• 'Our only chance' ia to climb down 
the drag-line. Are you willing to fol- 
low?' 

"Hp replied that lie- would do as 1 
did. Presently the balloon bumped and 
jumped up again, 

'Qniclv as thought I- -got- ottt of . the 
car and bpgan to climb dowii the rope. 
There was, not. a moment, to spare. 
Every second took us niiicli nearer the 
sea. 

"I sttpposed Darby was following 
close lieliinil nie, but when 1 touched the 
ground and looked up 1 saw he was onlv 
about a down feet below the liar. 'I'lieti 
I slioiiled to hini to (■oiik' down as 
(Hiieldy as lie ooiiM. 1 held on to the 
ropo and w.'is dragged across two fields 
and thronu'll a hodg^■. 

".At iiisl 1 was pluiigeil into a kind of 
'liteli. .My sIioiildiT biinipei] against 
Koiiietliitig. and Iicforo I knew what 
liad hapiiene.l the rope liad gone. With 
my weight ofl", the balloon shut up 
agtiiii in a tnonieiit. 

'•During that iiioniont. onlv an tinap- 
pfeei.-iMi. fractinii of time, Darbv's po- 
sition was terrible. One end of the riitic 
was fifty feet from the groiinil, and lie 
was a little more than halt wav down 
if- . ' 

"Withorit taking a second to decide 
wlielher to let go and fall or be carried 
out: to sea, he did the only thing possible 
M' lie Ii.-ul dehiyeil a fraction of n second 
lie wotild liave be-sn hanging a tlioitsaiid 
fiet in the air. 

"Ho l•ola^5ed his grip, keeping his 
111 ads around the rope, shot down like 
lightning, and dropped fifty foet frnin 
I he rope's end. His hands were friglit- 
fullj- cut from friction, but fortunately 
IP fell on very soft ground. I found 
hiin lying on his b.nck uncoBscious, 

"It was the most perilous journey 1 
have ever iiadcrtjiken. I never had to 
descend by the trail-rope before." 

The balloon was lost.

The Intmstteg- Diaeoyeries of Mr. Taci- 
'■: het in llie 8an Juan Vnllcy. 

Loa Anpeles, Cal,, Nov. 22.— Slddl llo- 
hanimet Taoiber, of Jelnlabad, India, .tii 
eminent archaeologist, and world-wide 
liMveller. came to this elly to-day direct 
from the scene of recent exploratlous In 
the Valley of the San Juan, near the point 
of Intersection of the boundary lines of 
.Vrlzona, Xew Mexico, Colorado and Utah. 
He brought with lilm several spochaens 
of the wonderful pottery unearthed there. 

It is prindpaiij:. Itt^%..lntercst8 ot.tlio 
fraternity of Masons" that Mr, Taclber'has 
made rcHeaicliGs the .whole world over, 
and for the hist seven years has been lu- 
vestlgatiiig the antlQUltles of tlio "Western 
henilsphere, and comparing them with thoie 
of Ihe f)ld World. TiMlay he savs: -I think 
it Is about time to begin to roilize that 
hero In America we have areliaeological re- 
mains that cover the whole Held of re- 
search, and wliieh, if properlv protected 
from vandals and scieutiticaily studied, will 
prove the most valuable coutrlbiitlons to 
ancient Iilstory and philosophy that we 
have." ' 

Associated with Mr. Taelber In this work 
is .Mrs. II. .M. I'eabody, of the Poabody 
^lome for Crippled Children, at Auburn, 
lass. Auinng the spocimeiis in the col- 
I'ctioii ■vvlilch was broaglit here 3Ir. 'i'aellier 
hewed several clay vessels shaped and or- 
iiiniented like tim.se relies of tlie ancient 
Ivillzull.in.s of the Old Worlil foniid In 
I'.gyiit, (ireeee, lioine, Assyria and India. 

IIer<'," Kiilil lie, iiieking nii a dipper. 
"Is something that the Kgyptologist would 
recognize (tt.-once from Its decoration. On 
this one," showing a jar, "Is the (ireek 
scroll ; here Is tlie Greek checl^. This basin 
is the lioiiiaii scroll." 
"The fact Is," he continued, " that even 
tills small collection comprehends all the 
bief data of ancient learning. Its coiinter- 
imrts are to be fonnil in all tlic remains of 
the ancients. It is probable that here In 
.\m(>rlcn we have discovered n civilization 
of rcJiioter date tliun any of the others, 
and when these relics have been carefully 
tudled I believe they will throw a lloodo'f 
light on the partial knowledge of ancient 
times which Is being slowly gathered 
throughout the world. 

Tills pottery you see here will be classi- 
fied as 'sacerdotal' pottery, ana the speci- 
mens bear exactly the same symbols ns are 
a ill Indhi and In Kgypt to-day, and 
were used there in ancient times. It seems 
pnsllili.. thai ivheu the Investigations now 
iindor way are eoiiipleted and co-ordinated 
shall have laid before ns a history pf 
the wrirlii running back thousands of years 
Ijeynud the hegliiiilngs of the idstory' new 
cepled." 

-Vmong the pieces In the collection Is one 
which Mr. Taelber assured the correspond- 
ent contained every one of the Masonic em- 
blems, Including the sign of distress. It 

has an llliisloiiary effect, so that at a cer- 
tain iiRKle and distanee figures develop 
wlilcli can not be seen nt: a glance, or on 
close hispeetioa. Tlic> tlve-poliited star Is 
observed upon one symbolic water plt(ther; 
it refers to the five physical senses, which 
gtve to man Ihe coiisclousiieMS of physical 
existence. 

Mr. Taelber finds It strange that America 
has archaeological societies in all the coun- 
tries of tho- Old World where researeli Is 
carried on, but none In American. Ainerien. 
he says, affords the best school for students 
to be found In all the world. One ot the 
results of the visit of Mr. Taelber to the 
scene of these racavatlons will be that he 
will begin at onoe a movement to Induce 
the govern inont to declare the site a na- 
tional park, similar to the Yellowstone 
Park. Mr. Taelber has also made some 
valuable Investigations among the Indinn 
tribes of the .Svutlnrest, whicli forms a 
purt of the scbemo of work that he and his 
coadjutors have laid out. 

Ia connection with the Investigations of 
Mr. Taelber, U Is Interesting to note that 
Trof. Hq^mes, . curator of the Nntlonat. Stu- 
scum,- has 'Just ideft 'ltere for Washington, 
after Hpending some time In InvostlBatinR 
the relics of a peculiar race of people who 
once Inhabited the Islands lying oft the 
const of Southern Cnllfonda. 

Tons and tons of relics ot this strange 
people have been gather<M. The Smltbson- 
Inn Institution has the largest collection 
now, but there are many One private col- 
lections. These people were far from being 
Identical or Identified with the iiibiihltants 
of the mainland, and there Is strong reason 
for the belief that they . Ver*' Asiatic. 



Among tUclr relics are found specimens 
similar in their nature to those procured 
by Mr. Taelber, on the mainland, how- 
ever. Diirhig his visit here lu Southern 
Calif orola, I'lof. Holmef^;ylB;lteftiOnc of-.the 
l8lanaB-«nd?sccured 'Bopoie; ot' th^ 'relics, and 
he also Invcstlgnted'^scveral ot tho private 
collections owned In this, city. Doubtless, 
within a short time the National Museum 
will be enriched by solections of the best 
material from several of these collections. 
The life of these strange almi 1-,'lhes may 
be read from their ndies as from an open 
book. They were a brave, liil idllgent, 
peaceful race, lil^lily skilled in the arts 
they practiced, and fully In aecoi-d with 
the" clvlllzatiou attested by tile relics of the

COAL OIL SUPPLY.— An important 
di.scovery for the benefit of the niiniug 
districts of Kooteiiay has just licen 
made in South Allierla, near tlu? Crow's 
Nest Pass eoal iields. This is a rich 
strike of eoal oil. said to be of excellent 
(luality and abundant lii «iuantity. 
Great oxcitoment prevails around the 
Crow's Nest Puss and many prospectors 
have already gone out to the new fields 
well C(iuipi>ed for boring wells. As it 
is now well known, crude oil is exceed- 
ingly valuable for fuel and is used on

in a wide area around the point of dis-

MR. TURNER IN LONDON. 

Public Opinion on His Unconstitulional 
Remov:il From Olllco and His Suc- 
cessor's Smidl Eeonoiiiies. 

From the Colonial GoUlllelds Gazette. 

Although the British Columbiun mining 
Industry Is prcigrcslng with wonderful ra- 
pidity, nnd with over Increasing prospects 
of sucees.s, It Is an unfortunate fact tluit 
the political aftulrs of tho province are 
In an unsettled and unsatisfactory state, 
and unless this condition of things Is 
brought to a speedy termination the pros- 
perous career of the country Avill receive 
a rude check. This unfortunate Impasse 
has been brought about by the unconsti- 
tutional, or at any rate, the high handed 
and arbitrary action of the llcuteuant- 
goverhor'^'ln ' rcgard't to the '■ recent 'gcnenil 
election. Our readers will remtunbor that 
the result of the election was that the 
seals were eciually divided between the 
government supiiorters nnd the opposition- 
ists. But before the results of the two 
Cnsslor contests hod reached Victoria, and 
when the Btrcngth of parties, was In favor 
of tbc VoppositloU 'to' tlio. 'esteiif of nine- 
teen scats to seventeen, the lleuteurtnt- 
governor— from what motives we do not 
pretend to divine— refused to sign war- 
rants, even though they were fur iniblle 
works that had had been Toted in tlie 
house, the DSteiislhle reason belag that Mr. 
Turner's part.v had ceased to represent 
the provluee. AVlieii the Caslar results 
subseiiiu'iitly cainc to hiiiid it was found 
llnil tliey were in fav(jr of the Turner ail- 
inlnlstratloii, thus making the government 
vote <'xactiy eijuul to that secured by the 
opposition. As the out-going premier, Mr. 
Turner should, under tboso circumstances, 
have been rciiuested to form ii ministry; 
but the iUMileiiaiit-goveriior llndlng, ap- 
parently, that he had acted preiiialiircly 
in declaring .Mr. Turner's party to be in a 
iiilniirily, Inipnicd sundry Imiiropi'r a(,'ts 
to the late government. and alleged, 
ainiiugsl oilier chiirge.s, that lie liiui never 
been ofllclally advised as to the results of 
the elL'ctlon. He had not, it is Irno, been 
ofllehilly advised of the results, for the 
sufUclcnt reason that tbo official reports 
from Casslar had- not then been received. 

Under these circumstances tho Turner 
adniinlstrntloa, which had held ofllee for 
sonietlilng like Hfteen years, was super- 
seded liy a new parly with Mr. Senilla at 
their head. So strongly, however, do Mr. 
rurner nnd his colleagues in tlie late cab- 
inet feci that the lleutenaat-goveriiiir has 
acted in an uneonsl It ut ioiial niiiiiner that 
u nieiiKirlal has been sent to the Covenior- 
(Jeneral of ('anadii setting furlli the facts 
of llie case and urging that it was for tin' 
lions<'. when it assembled,.. and not for the 
llenti'nniit-govi'rnor, to ddcld©'. whether one 
party or the other n'proscntcd the views 
of the province. I'eiidlng the Goveraor- 
tJenerai's decision we can only express re- 
gret that the nITaIrs of the province hlKjuld 
even monientarily, lie In the hiinds of a 
liarty of retrogade iiolltlcians. Mr. Senilin 
and his support crs came into ofllci' on the 
plausible pretext of erfeetlng economy la 
cxpenditiire, and by way of justillcation. 
W{> suppose, for their promises to the 
(•lectors, tliey lost no time in aliollsliing 
the ottlee of" tli(> agent-general in London. 
Mr. Turner, on the otlier hand, recognizes 
the necessity of adoptiag a bold policy of 
public works,, nnd believes tliat the jircsent 
position and future prosiiecls of the iirov- 
Ince Justify the expenditure of large sums 
of money In tho ninklng of roads and trails 
and in the encournBenient ami cmistnic- 
tlon of railways. This policy has been cnu- 
sistently pursued by the Turner gnvern- 
inent In tlie past, nnd one of its results is 
to lie found In tlie fact that the revenue 
from the Kootenny district alone, which 
was about .$30,000 some ten years ago, is 
now about ?200,000. Tho'-Slocau district 
o; Kootenny also ow,eB a' debt: of gratitndc 
to the Turner government. That moiin- 
ininons distftct is exceedingly dlfllcnlt ,'to 
open up, but the government succeeded !■ 
getting two railways through It, and the 
result Is that the Slocan now contalus 
Uuudredii of mines In various stages of 
development, n large number of them be- 
ing regular shlpperii of ore. 

It may be taken for grnnted that had Mr. 
Turner again been Installed ns prime min- 
ister to continue his progressive programme 
tlie otllci' of the agent-general In Ixmdon, 
Instead of being abolished would have been 
made increasingly useful. Wc ore Informed 
that the business of the agency Will in 
future bo carried on at the offlccs' of tho 
British Columbia Land and Investment 
Agency, Limited, 16 Serjeant's Inn, Tem- 
ple, B.C., nnd while we have a high opinion 
of this old-cBtnbllshed undertaking, we 
must repeat our eonvlctlon that the plac- 
ing of the agency In the hands of a private 
drm is a retrogade step, and one wlileli 
onglit to be revoked at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. Wlien -Air, ll 'ctnii represented the 
province in London s inie few years ago, 
the oiiposltion strongly objected to his 
apolntment on the ground that he wos n 
member of n Urm which carried oh business 
In British Columbia. They have notv swal- 
lowed tKelr objectioi^, tlnd have Buperscded 
Mr. A'ernon by a firm which has bccn-trad- 
ing in British Columbia since 1803. For a 
province? with a revenue of $1,400,000 to 
plead Its Inability to support an agent- 
general la liondon passes our understand- 
ing, and If when the British Columbia leg- 
islature meets on Januar.v, 5 next Mr. 'J'urn- 
er is able to deiuonstrate that he .still re- 
tains tlie contldcnee of n majority of the 
electors, we trust that one of his tlrst acts 
will he to reinstate Mr. Vernon la nn of- 
llee which he filled with Inllnlte credit to 
hiinseif and tho pBqvlnce. Mr, Turner Is 
now staying la I.,ondon'oh a short business 
visit, and If he could be persuaded to ad- 
dress a city lueeling on the outlook of the 
Ilrlllsh Columbian mining Industry we feel 
sure that he would be accmdcd a hearty 
reception, and would reliini to Victoria 
with the Kaowledgi" that, his pa.'-l cd'orts on 
lielinlf of that industry were appreciated 
hv Investors in the Old '(.'ount i y. 



A MAORI RESURRECTION. 

Young Girl Reported Restored to Life 
by Touch of tho King.

A girl named Marata is said to have 
died at Mattaplhi, and the body was 
taken to Ranagwee. Eliati went to sec 
Te Rero and his wife, saying tliat if 
thi>.v caused more deatlis they would die 
themselves. Te Rere then went to Raii- 
gawee, wliere a "Tangi" was iiriKieeding 
over tho body of Marata, and told the 
n.'ourners to cease crying, as Marata 
would be restored to them. He then 
placed his hand on the dead girl's forc- 
lieadJ'Ubl'd 'herl'tp*" rise, which she did, 
to tho astonishment of nil present. 
JIaoris are frantic with joy and arc 
showering presents on Te'Ehua, Marata 
is (luite well nnd walking' about. She 
says she has been to Te RangI (the 
Iieavens).
